President Clinton has pledged to 
protect Jordan if it’s threatened by 
Iraq.

The heightened security was 
imposed after the FBI learned that ter- 
rorists had targeted Kennedy, a major 
international arrival and departure 
point, according to a report first pub- 
lished Sunday in Newsday. 

Today, a law enforcement official in 
Washington confirmed for The 
Associated Press that information had 
been obtained about a possible terror- 
ist attack in this country. 

The official, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, would not give 
specifics. 

Newsday quoted unidentified offi- 
cials as saying the FBI had received 
detailed intelligence that two militant 
groups — the Palestinian Hamas and 
the Iran-backed Hezbollah, or Party 
of God — were planning a “suicide 


massacre” 
time. 

The threat comes at a time when the 
United States has begun proceedings 
to extradite a reputed Hamas leader, 
Mousa Abu Marzuk, to Israel. Also, 
several Islamic fundamentalists are on 
trial in New York on charges of con- 
spiring to plot terrorist acts. 

After Marzuk was detained when he 
arrived at Kennedy on July 25, Hamas 
issued a statement denouncing the 
action as a “serious and provocative 
move.” Hamas warned the United 
States against extraditing Marzuk to 
Israel, saying it would hold the 
Clinton administration “fully respon- 
sible.” 

Security at Kennedy was raised to 
“Level 4”, an action not taken since 
the Gulf War in 1991, Newsday and 
the Times said. 

The New York Post said all three 
airports were at Level 4.

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Y Honor Code Office 
informing students of 
Internet porn problem

The Honor Code Office is con- 
cerned about the increase in students 
who are accessing pornography over 
the Internet and is augmenting efforts 
to inform students of the dilemma. 

“It’s perceived as a growing prob- 
lem,” said Miles Ogden, an Honor 
Code Office counselor, “There 
appears to be a serious problem with 
students accessing pornography over 
the Internet,” he said. 

“We are making efforts to warn and 
appraise students of the BYU patron 
policy,” he added. “BYU has a clear 
and strong policy. Students who vio- 
late it can be suspended.” 

Since this is a growing problem, 
Ogden said a lot of emphasis is being 
placed on it. 

“It’s a fairly new phenomenon and a 
great concern,” he said. “We hope 
people would discuss it and help each 
other not to be involved.” 

John Quereto, a member of the 
BYU Married 59th Ward Bishopric, 
said Ogden, also a member of the 
stake high council, informed his bish- 
opric of the problem, so Quereto cau- 
tioned his ward members against it. 

“We let our ward know,” he said. 
“We felt like we certainly needed to 
renew our commitment to the Honor 
Code.” 

Ogden said the married ward was 
targeted because married people are 
more involved with Internet pornog- 
raphy. 

“Of the students who have been sus- 


pended, the majority are married,” 
Ogden said. 

Quereto said he was startled to learn 
of the high percentage of married 
people involved. 

“Tt is surprising to think about,” he 
said. 

Ogden said the problem is amplified 
because of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints’ sponsorship. 

“The (Internet) program is designed 
for educational purposes and is paid 
for with tithing dollars,” he said. “So, 
the use of the BYU network to access 
this material is seen as a more serious 
issue.” 

The Honor Code Office is able to 
detect abuse through the Computer 
Science Department, who sends them 
reports about violators. 

Ogden said extensive efforts are 
made to inform students of BYU’s 
prohibition on accessing pornogra- 
phy. 

To acquire Internet access through 
BYU’s network, a student must sign a 
patron agreement, which states: “The 
patron is responsible for any misuse 
or abuse of the account. The patron 
may not use pirated copies of com- 
mercial software or participate in 
downloading pornography or other 
offensive material from the Internet or 
elsewhere. These acts are violations 
of the BYU Honor Code. Violators 


will be referred to the Honor Code 
Office.”

Y roommates become friends, despite war in homeland —

Thousands of miles away from the 
bloody conflict between Croats and 
Serbians that rages with little hope of 
reprieve, two BYU athletes have inad- 
vertently found a cure for war. 

Former Cougar swimmer Sinisa 
Vidak and current tennis player Boris 
Bosnjakovic have been best friends 
and roommates since their tense intro- 
duction nearly two years ago. A 
unique relationship was forged at the 
first handshake — a relationship that 
teaches an age-old lesson to a new- 
world problem. 

The uniqueness of their rclationship 
is simply their nationality. Vidak is 
from Split, Croatia, and Bosnjakovic 
is from Novi Sad, Serbia. But the sig- 
nificance of their relationship is found 
in their abiliry to overcome national 
and ethnic boundaries. 

Accustomed to walking on ethnic 
eggshells since the beginning of the 
war, Bosnjakovic said he and Vidak 
began their friendship apprehensively. 

“TI was kind of cautious; I didn’t 
want to say much at first. I know how 
I am, that I don’t care, but I didn’t 
know how he was going to react. He 
may be a nationalist, against Serbs. I 
didn’t want to say much and just wait 
to see what happens, and everything 
worked out fine,” Bosnjakovic said. 

Bosnjakovic compared his uncer- 
tainty and the tensions in the former 
Yugoslavia to the racial conditions 


that exist in the United States today. 

“We lived in the same country for 50 
years after the war. Everyone grew up 
in the same conditions; we were the 
same people. If there was no prejudice 
involved, we got along,” Bosnjakovic 
said. “Just like in America. Everyone 
is equal, but if someone is prejudiced 
towards a black man, then you have 
conflict.” 

Vidak agrees with Bosnjakovic. On 
summer vacation, Vidak is in his 
home town of Split, a seaport town as 
far away from the fighting as possible 
in Croatia — 100 miles. But the fight- 
ing is not too far away for Vidak to 
see his people torn apart by economic 
and physical hardships, not too far to 
remind him that nationalism is the 
most destructive force in the Baltic 
countries. 

“I’ve been here (Croatia), and I basi- 
cally know what is going on. I don’t 
believe in nationalism, because it is 
just a weapon of the politicians to 
manipulate the people. I don’t hate 
each and every Serb; that would be 
ridiculous,” Vidak said. “I believe, 
when I meet someone, whether it be a 
Serb or Croat, you just get to know the 
person. I respect Boris as a person. If 
you think about it, what is the connec- 
tion between some guy fighting and 
Boris other than the fact they are born 
a Serbian. It would be stupid for me to 
consider him first as a Serb, then as 
anything else.” 

Bosnjakovic said it should be easy 
for Americans to understand the

meaning of the word nationalist to the 
Balkans, but not easy to understand 
why. 

“For us, nationalist replaces racist. It 
probably wouldn't be possible for 
Sina and I to live together if we didn’t 
have the same attitude towards the war 
and nationalism,” Bosnjakovic said. 

“I can understand why some Croats, 
some Serbs, some Muslims are nation- 
alist. It makes it difficult when their 
families are killed by the other side. 
That is something that makes you so 
mad that you could never like the 


other side,” Bosnjakovic said. “And 
that is what happens, and that is why 
the fighting continues.” 

Vidak said the two occasionally 
tread dangerous idealistic ground in 
their conversations, but are always 
united under their concern for people 
and hatred for the politics of war. 

“We only talk about it once in 
awhile. Basically, he just makes some 
comments, and I say what I think, and

Firefighters fight blaze in southern Utah 


NEPHI — Firefighters hoped to contain a stubborn, wind-whipped wildfire 
Monday that had blackened more than 4,000 acres in a southern Utah. 

Bert Hart, spokesman for the Richfield District of the Bureau of Land 
Management, said fire crews thought they had the fire contained just after noon 
on Sunday. 

-But winds later in the day sparked ii again, burning an additional two acres. 
They expected to have the fire under control by 6 p.m. today. 

The blaze threatened a large Utah Power substation near Mona, about 130 
miles south of Salt Lake, but there was no power outages reported. Three 
power poles were burned, however. 

Hart said firefighters were cut back from 125 to 25 Monday as mop-up opera- 
tions began. 


Kashmiri militants behead Norwegian man 


SRINAGAR, India — Two notes were found on Hans Christian Ostro’s 
decapitated body Sunday as he lay by a water canal. One written in Urdu by his 
kidnappers. The other in Ostro’s Norwegian hand. 

“I’m dying. There’s nothing to eat. There’s nothing to live for,” wrote a 
despondent Ostro, 27, whose body was found Sunday in the Himalayan village 
of Seer. “Al-Faran,” the kidnappers’ group, was carved on his chest. 

His head was found 40 yards away. The autopsy report showed he was 
beheaded while alive. 

In their note, the Kashmiri separatists gave India until Tuesday to release 
imprisoned guerrillas, or the other hostages would be killed. 

Ostro’s killing sent shock waves through Kashmir and prompted an unprece- 
dented condemnation of the militants by the political groups leading the cam- 
paign for the region’s independence from India. 

In New Delhi, a group of senior officials met to consider India’s options. 
They refused to rule out the possibility of a rescue. 


American Fork picnic area to be removed 


The Hanging Park picnic area and parking lot in America Fork Canyon are 
being removed this week. The Uinta National Forest Service closed the site 
because of public safety reasons on Aug. 2. 

Twelve to 24 people were injured in the area over the last year, said Loyal 
Clark, Uinta National Forest Service public information officer. One person 
was killed a year ago, and another fatality occurred July 29. 

“The geology of the area has always been unstable,” Clark said. “Warning 
signs were posted. The peopie who were injured and who were killed were in 
fenced-off areas. They chose to ignore the posted warnings.” 

For 50 years, no accidents were reported at the Hanging Park site. Clark 
attributed the injuries and fatalities to the increased amount of human activity 
in the’area. 

“As people climbed the side of the hill, they dislodged rock, not thinking of 
the people below,” Clark said. “When people are rock-climbing, hiking or 
camping, they need to be extra cautious of the people around them, We ask and

“It’s hard to know the reality. If the 
computer lab knows of every situa- 
tion, it’s hard to say,” he said. 

Rogerson agreed no one knows the 
extent of the dilemma, but efforts are 
made to monitor pornography usage. 
He said his department has frequently 
discussed the importance of keeping 
their eyes and ears open for misuse. 

They do this in several ways. 
Computer system administrators have 
a list of screens known for pornogra- 
phy that they can compare students 
screens to. They also know the size 
and kind of files that are considered 
taboo and they regularly review them. 

They are further able to track users 
through remaining evidence. 

“Certain programs that host pornog- 
raphy don’t clean up after themselves, 
and they leave remnants of where 
they’ve been in the system,” 
Rogerson said.

Doctors call for 
changes in 
women’s shoes

Women wear sneakers to get where 
they're going comfortably, even to 
work with their silk blouses and 
pearls. So why aren’t they comfort- 
able? 

It’s because many manufacturers 
simply scale down mens’ shoe 
designs, not allowing for differences 
in womens’ foot shapes, says Dr. 
Carol C. Frey, associate clinical. pro- 
fessor of orthopedic surgery at the 
University of Southern California. 

“Women have a different shape to 
their feet than men, and when manu- 
facturers do not properly adjust the 
shoe’s last - the foot-shaped form over 
which the shoe is made - it means 
problems for women’s feet,” she says: 

Make the best of things by learning 
to strategically tie your laces, she sug- 
gests. Start by buying athletic shoes 
with the most pairs of eyelets. That 
makes them easier to adjust for a cus- 
tom fit. 

If you have narrow feet, use only the 
eyelets set farthest from the tongue of 
the shoe, which brings up the side of 
the shoe tightly across the top of the 
foot. 

But if your feet are wide, tie your 
shoes using only those eyelets closest 
to the tongue of the shoe. “This gives 
the foot more space - like letting out a 
corset,” Frey says. 

Many women have ‘trouble finding 
sneakers that fit properly at the heel. 
So to prevent heel pain and blisters, 
Frey suggests tying the shoe, using 
every eyelet. When you reach the next 
to last eyelet on each side, thread the 

‘lace through the top one instead of 
crossing over, thereby forming loops 
on each side. Then thread the opposite 
loop before tying. 

Tie the area closest to the heel, at the 
top of the shoe, tightly; use less ten- 
sion near the toes. 

Sometimes women will buy shoes 
that fit in the heel, but then find that 
the shoe often is too tight in the fore- 
foot. Frey’s research suggest that 
many women choose smaller shoe 
sizes just to get the heel to fit. But that 
can lead to pain and foot deformity, 
she says. 

If you have a narrow heel and wide 
forefoot, use two laces, Frey suggests. 
Thread one through the top half of the 
eyelets and the other through the bot- 
tom half. The top set should be tied 

more tightly than the lower.

Church, Va., took the test with a boyfriend as an assign- 
ment for Family Science 301. 

Her test successfully pinpointed issues that needed to be 
addressed. 

“His family life was very different from mine, and that 
was reflected in the results,” she said. 

“T thought it was interesting that it asked about how many 
children you want and how you want to raise them,” she 
added. 

The test was developed by Holman, Dean Busby, M.S., 
and Jeffry Larson, associate professor of family science, to 
help people, Holman said. Initially, the professors designed 
it to use specifically in their marriage prep courses. It is 
now employed by several therapists and professors around 
the country for curriculum and research purposes.

| Bond vote to decide street improvements

Provo residents voted Monday to 
approve or reject the allocation of 
monies to improve Provo’s residential 
streets. 

According to Lewis Billings, acting 
chief administrative officer, the previ- 
ous funding did not allow the city to 
complete needed repairs and mainte- 
nance on the remaining neighborhood 
streets. 

George Karlsven, finance director, 
said the new bond would not cause an 
increase in taxes for individual prop- 
erty Owners. 

They are already paying on an $8 


million bond and will continue paying 
the same amount, but over a longer 
period of time, he said. 

“We invested $8 million, now we 
need to protect our investment,” 
Karlsven said. “If the bond does not 
pass, residents will have increasingly 
poorer roads, and city money would 
be yanked from the main city roads to 
improve any of them.” 

In the last two years the current 
administration and council have 
increased the amount of money spent 
on streets, roads, and sidewalks by 
100 percent, Karlsven said. 

Even with these increases, the city is 
unable to meet all the demands that 
exist for street and road repairs. 


According to Nick Jones, Provo 
City engineer, an extensive study of 
all streets in Provo was conducted, 
using a laser scan, to help determine a 
proper repair or maintenance plan. 
This study, together with citizen 
input, has lead to a prioritized listing 
ot the proposed repairs and road 
improvements. . 

“Residential roads should be resur- 
faced every nine years, but some of 
the roads in our city were constructed 
50 or 60 years ago and haven’t been 
touched since then,” Jones said. “The 
cost to repair those roads can be four 
or five times as much as it would have 
been to properly maintain them in a 
preventative mode.”

vice versa. It’s more like we talk 
about people, just ordinary people. 
Not the people fighting, the people 
trying to live a normal life,’ Vidak 
said, “because eventually, the fighting 
' is going to stop, and Croatia and 

Serbia will have to do trading, so 

we'll have contact. There is no way 

we can block any kind of contact after 
the war, so it’s going to be interesting 
to see people communicating — 

Serbians, Croats, Muslims. 

' Bosnjakovic blames politicians for 
the destruction of his country. 

“My belief is the war is stupid. A lot 
of people think that religion is 
involved, and it is true that three reli- 
gions are involved, Muslims, 
Catholics and Serbian Orthodox. But 
the war is not about religion. It is a 
political thing. The politicians only 
care about money and power; they 
don’t care about people. They will do 
anything to stay in power,” 
Bosnjakovic said. 

“We lived such a good life when we 
_' were united under Yugoslavia. We had 

enough money, food, we were a good 

country before. The standard of living 
is so low right now, people have no 
money, no food, I just don’t know 
why they don’t realize there needs to 
| be a change. Whether they go out in 
|. the streets and yell or whatever they 


, 
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do, they need to change the govern- 
ment. I think this could end the war if 
the people made a change,” 
Bosnjakovic said. 

But Bosnjakovic and Vidak said 
they aren’t optimistic about seeing 
any light at the end of the tunnel 
because the entrance is clogged by 
hungry world powers fighting for 
their slice of the Baltic pie. 

“In order for one to totally under- 
stand this situation between Serbians 
and Croatians and Muslims, they need 
to look up the entire history of 
Europe.America has interest in 
Croatia, most of the Western world 
countries do. The Serbian leaders are 
still socialist, and most of the Western 
countries still have a problem with 
that,” Bosnjakovic said. 

“Croatia is a nice country that has 
nice ports that can be developed, 
nuclear weapons can be stored so 
Russia can be controlled from there. I 
don’t like my government, but I think 
the media makes them look worse 
than they really are. The Serbs and 
Croats are the same people, they are 
just fighting to survive, to keep their 
own territory.” 

Vidak said the war may hinge on 
Russia’s commitment to the Serbs. 

“T think it is all about world politics. 
The whole Middle East is on the 
Bosnian side, Germany is trying to 
get stronger, and obviously they need 
us for a connection to the sea and 
strategic location, and the Russians 
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have always helped the Serbs. That is 
how the Serbs are getting the arms 
and the oil and money,” Vidak said. 
The international community is using 
the war as a reference. Russia is try- 
ing to prove they still have some 
power. After the falling apart of the 
empire, they feel threatened big time. 
It seems on the large scale, the 
Balkans are very small, but they seem 
to be of strategic importance.” 

The Balkans are small, but the 
stakes are large for its people. 
Bosnjakovic said although the media 
paints a picture of a ruthless Serb 
army, most of the people he knows 
don’t even want to be in the war. 

“T often think about if I got drafted 
and went to war, and they handed me 
a gun and put me into the woods, 
would I shoot? I probably would, 
because I would have to protect 
myself,’ Bosnjakovic said. “I think 
the majority of the army are people 
who were drafted and find themselves 
stuck holding a gun in the woods.” 

All people are humans, regardless of 
political affiliation or ethnic back- 
ground. They are quick to judge, and 
whether they are informed from fight- 
ing in the front lines or sitting on a 
couch watching CNN, humans too 
often are unable to strip away exterior 
distractions and find another’s true 
spirit. 

This is the key to peace, this is the 
lesson Bosnjakovic and Vidak’s 
friendship can teach us all. 


New jail may resolve crowding issue

Utah County will soon have a new 
$22 million jail in Spanish Fork, a jail 
that will remain empty because the 
county will not have enough funds to 
run it unless a request from Salt Lake 
County is granted. 

As a solution to overcrowding, Salt 
Lake County is requesting to send 
down some of its inmates. If granted, 
the proposal would provide funds 
from Salt Lake County for the jail to 
be staffed, operated and maintained 
immediately after the planned com- 
pletion — April of 1996. The facility 
would be ready for inmates by June 
1996. 

On Aug. 8, Salt Lake County 
Commission Chairman Brent Overson 
released their plans to propose the 
option to Utah County. 

Utah County Sheriff Dave Bateman 
and Salt Lake County Sheriff Aaron 
Kennard committed to work on an 
agreement. 

Kennard said they could use 100 to 
200 beds of the 475 that will be avail- 
able at the new jail. He also said 
inmates sent would most likely be 
serving 90-day to one-year sentences. 

To Utah County, which is also expe- 
riencing an overcrowding problem, 
the thought of an empty jail next 
spring is a huge waste, one that can be 
avoided through this agreement with 
Salt Lake County.
